REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Parsonsfield: 


I am pleased to submit for your consideration, my 
annual report as superintendent of your schools. 


A very important change in our elementary school 
program was the pooling of the teaching and building 
resources of Parsonsfield with those of Porter so that 
it would be possible to assign one grade to a teacher 
in the Kezar Falls area. 

The staff for the Parsonsfield section of the Kezar 
Falls Elementary School Union was assigned with Mrs. 
Evelyn Day as teacher of the fourth grade, Mrs. Bertha 
Moody as teacher of the sixth, Mrs. Patricia Murchie 
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as teacher of the seventh, and Mrs. Edith Cartland from 
the Porter staff as teacher of the fifth grade and 
building principal. In October, and at her request, Mrs. 
Murchie was transferred to fill a vacancy in the sub- 
primary. Mrs. Alice Williams of Parsonsfield was 
elected to teach the seventh grade. Mrs. Bertha Moody 
is on leave of absence until spring. Mrs. Ruth Merrifield 
is teaching the seventh grade until Mrs. Moody returns. 

At the other schools, all.of the teachers returned. 
Mrs. Edith Smith returned to the South Parsonsfield 
school, Mrs. Edna Smith to the East Parsonsfield 
school, Mrs. Betty Ela to the Blazo school and Mrs. 
Ethel Leavitt to the Doe school. Mrs. Betty Ela attend- 
ed Summer School at Gorham during the past summer. 
A major source of improvement in our schools is the 
constant efforts of our teachers for self-improvement. 

Miss Patricia Goodwin of Porter has been conducting 
physical education classes for the pupils of the Kezar 
Falls Elementary School Union. A great deal of benefit 
was derived from her able leadership and wise selection 
of activities. 

Miss Villa E. Hayden, elementary supervisor from 
the State Department of Education, visited the elemen- 
tary schools. Conferences were held with each teacher. 
about methods of improving the instruction in reading, 
music and art. 

A free lighting survey was made by Mr. McFarland, 
lighting engineer of the Central Maine Power Company. 
He recommended, as a first step in improving the light- 
ing conditions, that each room be painted with a light- 
reflecting, non-glare paint. i 

The State law directs that the costs of the Kezar Falls 
Elementary School Union be shared on a pro-rated 
basis. The director of finance has indicated that pro- 
rating would be fairly done if it were figured on the 
basis of aggregate attendance. He also stated that the 
final balancing of the accounts should be done at the 
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end of the school year in June. The present status of 
this account is shown in the table contained in this re- 
port. . 

The repair program during the past year included 
the insulation and completion of shingling the Milliken 
school roof, the complete shingling of the East Parsons- 
field school roof, painting the interior of the South Par- 
sonsfield school, transfer of the desks from the Elliot 
school to the Blazo school, installation of blackboards 
and an emergency radiator line in the room at the front 
end of the hall at the Milliken school. 

One half of the roof at the South Parsonsfield school 
should be reshingled this summer because the present 
shingles are in very poor condition. The wood shed at 
the East Parsonsfeld school should have a new door and 
a window shutter which can be fastened from the in- 
side. The roof of the Blazo school will need attention to 
stop the leaks. Fire extinguishers should be provided 
for each floor of each school and the boiler room at 
the Milliken school. 

The pupils’ desks and chairs at the East Parsons- 
field school should be replaced in the very near future. 
Though prices have advanced, it would be cheaper to 
replace rather than to repair them. 

The heating system at the Milliken school is in need 
of major repairs. In January the boiler developed a 
large leak. It has been sealed with a compound which 
may or may not hold. If this seal breaks away there is 
danger of extensive damage to the plumbing and heat- 
ing system. This boiler should be inspected and repaired 
this summer, if it can be repaired. If this system is to 
be used next winter, the returns should be removed, 
cleaned and re-installed. A survey of this heating 
system was made by a heating engineer. He recom- 
mends the revamping of this system to include a trap 
system, a larger boiler of the water tube type and a 
Vulcan radiator system for the two rooms on the shady 
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side of the building. He believed it would result in 
substantial savings in fuel and more evenly heat the 
building, particularly the lunch room and the shady 
side of the building. At the present time it is impossible 
to shut off the radiators on the sunny side of the build- 
ing without seriously interferring with the operation 
of the returns. When the sun shines into the two front 
rooms it becomes so warm that the windows must be | 
raised to make it comfortable for the pupils. This re- 
sults in a flow of heat outdoors and increases the fuel 
cost. 

The shortage of radiators made it necessary to in- 
stall an emergency system of radiators in the room at 
the end of the assembly hall. To heat this room on 
cold days it is necessary to run the boiler at capacity 
pressure and open the doors of the hallway and the 
adjoining classroom which is on the front side of the 
building. At the present time, the only radiators avail- 
able to correct this situation are the Vulcan radiators 
previously mentioned. 

The Milliken school should be repainted without de- 
lay if damage to the exterior of the building is to be 
prevented. The porch will need extensive repairs if it 
is not painted this coming year. 

If the town contemplates continuation of the Doe 
school, extensive repairs should be considered for this 
building. At the present time the clapboards should 
be renailed and the exterior and interior of the building 
repainted. The foundation should be trued up and the 
cracks filled with cement. The privy vault should be 
repaired and the outside walls of the privy shingled. 

A traffic Safety Patrol has been established in the 
Kezar Falls area. It is doing a very fine job under the 
‘direction of Mrs. Williams who is in charge of the 
Parsonsfield section. It regulates the traffic of the 
children only. Through the cooperation of the select- 
men, safety lanes were painted on the roads at the 
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points the children should cross. Free white belts and 
badges were furnished by the Maine Automobile As- 
sociation. The State Police made the traffic analysis and 
gave very valuable suggestions for the location of 
traffic crossings and lanes. 

Through the cooperation and under the leadership 
of the Kezar Falls Kiwanis Club, a basketball league has 
been organized. The boys of the upper grammar grades 
of Kezar Falls, Cornish, Hiram and Parsonsfield are 
entered. A suitable trophy is to be awarded the winner. 
This activity will provide wholesome recreation for the 
boys when it is most needed. 

Successful schcol lunch programs are being operated 
in the South Parsonsfield school, Doe school and the 
Kezar Falls Elementary school union. 

A Parent-Teacher Association has been formed for 
the Kezar Falls Elementary School Union. Through 
their efforts, the school lunch program has done a fine 
job for the pupils in this new union. 

The schools of Parsonsfield are registered in the ““No 
School Radio Signal System” at radio stations WCSH 
and WPOR in Portland. All pupils have been given slips 
giving the time of the announcements and the dial 
settings for these stations. i ee 

Through the courtesy of the management of the 
Kezar Falls Woolen Company, the siren will be sounded 
at 7:15 A. M. when there is no school in both elementary 
and high school in the Kezar Falls area. When the 
siren is sounded at 7:30 A. M., there will be no school 
in the elementary school only. Eighth grade pupils are 
considered a part of the high school for the purposes of 
this signal. Pupils outside the Kezar Falls area will be 
notified by the radio announcement. 

Because of the increase in costs of materials and 
services and the impending legislation to raise teachers’ 
salaries throughout the State, your Superintending 
-School Committee requests the following appropria- 
tions for the coming year: 
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Elementary schools, $18,400.00 
Books and supplies, 550.00 
Repairs, 2,000.00 


In closing I want to thank all who have cooperated 
in the success of the Parsonsfield schools during the

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered 
the Town of Parsonsfield by The York County Tubercu- 
losis & Health Association for the period beginning 
January 1, 1946 to December 31, 1946. 


Seventy-five tuberculin tests were given in schools, 
one reactor found and X-rayed by the State Diagnostic 
TB Division. Two Porter, apparently arrested TB cases 
re-x-rayed and checked up. Five others in Parsonsfield 
and Porter had re-x-rays and two physical examina- 
tions given by the Medical Examiner for the State 
Tuberculosis. One suspicious case taken by the nurse to. 
Hebron Sanatorium for physical examination and re- 
x-ray of chest, which revealed no active tuberculosis. 
All positive reactors are followed-up. They often lead to 
unknown cases of active tuberculosis that were the 
source of infection. Active disease found early is 
quickly cured. The education of pupils and parents as to 
the importance of this disease and the methods of its 
prevention, detection and cure is extremely valuable to 
the individual welfare of both children and adults and 
protection of public health. No TB case finding program 
in the schools would be complete without including all 
school personnel. Extensive work in case finding is now 
in progress. Pamphlets and booklets on TB and Good 
Health practices were given to all schools. Movie films 
on tuberculosis and cancer were shown to Parsonsfield 
Seminary and Milliken students. 

All school children had vision and hearing tests. 
Seventy students: Parsonsfield Seminary and grades 
5, 6, 7 and 8 were given hearing tests with the audio- 
meter loaned to us by The Maine Public Health Associa- 
tion. Eight were found:to have defective hearing and 
recommendations offered for corrections. 
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Three immunization clinics were held at Milliken 
school: May, June and July. 
43 students were given smallpox vaccinations. 
8 students were given diptheria toxoid. | 
31 students were given perdipigen (whooping cough 
and diphtheria vaccine combined).

In 1899 Bartlett Doe of San Francisco, California, the 
son of one of Parsonsfield’s honored families, became the 
Seminary’s princely benefactor. He generously gave the 
funds to remodel completely Seminary Hall and the 
Dormitory, both of which buildings were equipped in the 
best modern way for educational work.. The reconstruct- 


ed buildings were rededicated with fitting ceremonies, 
June 17.1 904e 
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To complete the equipment of the Seminary and to 
make its enlarged usefulness permanent, Mr. Doe created 
a perpetual trust fund of $100,000.00 for its endowment. 

Mr. Doe further showed his generous interest in the 
Seminary by providing in his will that a certain per cent 
of his estate should be added to the Seminary, partly to its 
permanent endowment and partly to its equipment. On 


Mr. Doe’s death in 1905, this bequest yielded about 
$110,000.00, 


All funds given by Mr. Doe were left with the Boston 
Safe Deposit and Trust Company as Trustees to invest 
and reinvest as they may deem advisable.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Parsonsfield : 


I am pleased to submit for your consideration my an- 
nual report as superintendent of your schools. 

One change in the teaching staff was made during the 
past year. In the Parsonsfield section of Kezar Falls Ele- 
mentary School Union, Mrs. Ruth Merrifield of Porter, 
was elected teacher of the sixth grade in place of Mrs. 
Bertha Moody, who resigned. The other teachers returned 
to the grades they taught last year: Mrs. Edith Cartland 
as teacher of the fifth grade and building principal; Mrs. 
Evelyn Day as teacher of the fourth grade; and Mrs. Alice 
Williams as teacher of the seventh grade. In the ungraded 
schools, Mrs. Edith Smith returned as teacher of the 
South School; Mrs. Edna Smith as teacher of the East 
School; and Mrs. Betty Ela as teacher of the Blazo 
School. Mrs. Ela attended the summer session at the 
Farmington State Teachers’ College, during the past 
summer. The efforts of our teachers to improve their pro- 
fessional education directly benefit our children. 

The Parsonsfield elementary schools are fortunate in 
being scheduled for a visit by Miss Zelda Gordon, State 
Supervisor of Elementary Education, during the weeks of 
March 22-April 2. Miss Gordon formerly taught social 
studies in the public schools of Winchester, Massachu- 
setts. We hope to receive valuable counsel and guidance 
in revising the social studies curriculum and in selecting 
the textbooks needed for a more up-to-date course of 
study. 

The Stanford achievement tests were administered 
again. These tests indicate the amount of achievement 
each child has made to date as well as the improvement he 
has made during the past year. They make it possible 
also, for a teacher to plan her instruction more effectively 
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and make more adequate provision for the individual dif- 
ferences of each child. 


Many repairs were made during the past year. An up- 
to-date heating plant was installed in the Milliken School. 
A Smith-Mills water tube boiler complete with oil burner 
and 1,000 gallon tank furnish the steam. This boiler has 
sufficient capacity to heat at least two more rooms if it 
should ever be found necessary to add them to the present 
building. A tankless hot water heater furnishes hot 
water for the washbowls in the toilet rooms and for the 
sink in the kitchen. A circulating heater has been in- 
stalled in the lunch room. A circulating heater, called an 
Univent, and two fixed radiators, were installed in each 
room. The temperature in each room is automatically 
controlled by a thermostat. At the present time adjust- 
ments are being made in balancing the controls so that 
each room receives no more than the required amount ot 
of heat. A fusible link and snap-back valve have been 1n- 
stalled. If fire should break out, the oil is automatically 
shut off and the burner flame will be extinguished very 
quickly. The electric switch box has been conveniently 
located so that the firemen can quickly shut off the electric 
power for the heating or lighting circuits. 


The offensive odor coming from the boys’ toilets has 
been eliminated by replacing the iron trough urinal with 
individual, wall hung type urinals of vitreous fired china. 
To reduce the danger of infection the well worn and po- 
rous wooden toilet seats in both boys’ and girls’ toilets 
were replaced with sanitary plastic seats. The drinking 
fountains were moved and erected on a separate bowl to 
make room for the addition of an hot water tap on the 
present wash bowls in both boys’ and girls’ toilets. The 
electric switches were placed on the other side of the 
partition from the drinking fountains so that it would be 
impossible for a child to get an electric shock from touch- 
ing the drinking fountain and the electric switch at the 
same time. 
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A supply closet which meets the approval of the State 
fire-marshal has been created in the storage space under 
the stairs. The janitor is constructing a set of convenient 
shelves. This closet will be used mainly for storage of 
writing paper, paper towels, toilet tissue, pencils, crayons, 
and similar supplies. . 

The west half of the roof of the South School was cov- 
ered with an aluminum surface. This will eliminate the 
possibility of a leaking roof damaging and staining the 
interior of the classroom. An eight gallon crockery water 
cooler was purchased to give sufficient water capacity for 
drinking and handwashing. 


At the East School, the chimney was cleaned and re- 
pairs were made on the stove. 


At the North School, the door sill and foundation tim- 


bers under it were found to be badly rotted and were 
replaced. 


Telephones and additional fire extinguishers were in- 
stalled in all schools. The fire hazard of last October 
demonstrated the wisdom of these two improvements. 
The telephones have also been found useful in quickly 
securing information needed to assist in making requests 
for additional service in plowing the snow on the school 
bus routes. 


The Kezar Falls P. T. A. continues to conduct a suc- 
cessful hot lunch program in the Kezar Falls Elementary 
School Union. The “B” type of meal, one hot dish, with 
milk is served. Mr. and Mrs. Williamson cook the meals 
in the Hotel Malvern for a very small charge. The hot 
food is transported from the kitchen directly to the 
schools and is served to the children with the least pos- 
sible delay. 


The Milliken School presented its usual musical festi- 
val and entertainments during the past year. The high 
quality of their performances is a tribute to Mrs. Car- 
penter, the music supervisor, and the thorough and pains- 
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taking practice sessions of the teachers. It is hoped that 
the town will see fit, in the very near future, to provide the 
funds to make music instruction available to the children 
of the Blazo, East and South Schools. The value of music 
is twofold. Not only is it a source of enjoyment in adult 
life but a source of income for many. One of the recent 
graduates of the State Teachers’ College at Gorham has 
found that the lack of musical training in the ungraded 
schools of the town, in which she received her education, 
denied her the opportunity to begin the musical educa- 
tion that she needs as an elementary grade teacher. There 
are, no doubt, many other similar instances. At the 
present time, the Parsonsfield Corporation finances the 
cost of the salary of the music teacher at the Milliken 
School. No funds are available for this worthwhile ac- 
tivity in the East, South and North Schools other than the 
few dollars that the children, teachers and the parents can 
raise through outside activity. 


If serious damage is to be avoided, the present repair 
schedule should be continued. 


The chimney at the East School should be knocked 
down and rebuilt. The crumbling of the mortar has loos- 
ened the bricks so that there is grave danger of injury to 
the pupils if they play near the building. The chimneys 
at North and South Schools should be pointed up also. 
One of the supporting columns in the East School has be- 
come loosened. It should be reset to prevent settling of 
the second floor and the ceiling of the room now used as 
a classroom. 


Storm windows should be provided for the Blazo 
School. This school badly needs painting outside. Fur- 
ther delay may require additional paint and repairs. 

The exterior of the Milliken School urgently needs to 
be painted. The columns on the front porch are decaying 
rapidly. The putty is peeling away from the window 
sash. The State fire marshal has pointed out that a fire 
exit should be constructed off the north side of the stage 
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of this school. At the present time there is but one exit 
from this school for 110 pupils. 


The superintending school committee requests the 
following appropriations for the coming year:

Books and supplies, 550.00 
+ Repairs, 2,440.00

cess of the Parsonsfield Schools during the past year.

Our total reached 39 for a short time when seven other 
members from Newfield joined us after the fire. We have 
six from Newfield in regular attendance, and one from 
Effingham, N. H. The other seven from Newfield trans- 
ferred to other schools as conveyance was not available 
to Par-Sem. 


The curriculum has been adjusted to offer those courses 
that are required to maintain a class A rating, and it is 
kept within the limits of a three teacher system. 


The addition of a third teacher this year has been of 
great value to the school. We have a well rounded course 
in agriculture, and I believe it to be of special value to 
those who need a course in practical work in preference 
to a college preparatory course. 


Last year we were granted admission to the Central 
York County League. We failed to make strong showings 
in any of the activities last year, but used our experience 
as preparation for this year’s activities. Our boys won 
the horseshoe tournament and our girls placed second. 
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Our spelling team won the spelling contest. Miss Alicia 
Hasty was the individual winner. Our girls’ basketball 
team was undefeated in the league this year, although 
they won only two games last year. Our boys tied for 
second place with Buxton High School in the regular 
league season. They emerged victorious, however, in the 
C. Y. C. L. tournament to make it a very successful sea- 
son. A three-act play is underway as well as speaking 
contest preparations. The baseball and track teams will 
find us making a good showing. 

I believe that participation in the activities of the C. Y. 
C. L. tends to develop an excellent spirit of friendly com- 
petition with the boys and girls of our neighboring com- 
munities. 

In closing, | would like to express my deepest appre- 
ciation to the trustees, the students, the parents, and to 
the whole community for their splendid co-operation, 
without which no educational organization can function.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered the 
Town of Parsonsfield by the York County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association for the period beginning January 
1, 1947, to December 31, 1947. 


With tuberculosis prevention and case finding being an 
important part of our health program we co-operated with 
the State Bureau of Health in conducting a county tuber- 
culosis survey. 183 pupils were given the tuberculin test. 
Fifteen positive reactors found. The reactors and all 
school personnel had chest X-rays at State Diagnostic 
Clinics heldin Sanford and Biddeford. 


The school health program has been carried on through- 
out the year. The annual weighing and measuring of all 
pupils, the Snellen test for vision, for hearing—the whis- 
per method for first four grades, and audiometer test for 
other grades and including high school. General inspec- 
tion includes careful examination of teeth, throat, skin, 
hair, posture, and always being alert for any symptoms 
of communicable diseases. 

Appointments made and transportation was furnished 
several children, for examination and corrections at nose, 
throat and eye clinics in Portland and Sanford. Two 
children had tonsil operations at Maine Eye and Ear 
Hospital and one at the Maine General Hospital. Three 
received much needed glasses. Financial assistance was 
given by the local Salvation Army Unit.

One diabetic child (unable to go to school) was taken 
to Gorham Normal School for aptitude tests, by Miss 
Esther Lipton, Director of Program for Handicapped 
Children, State Department of Education. 

In addition to the routine work, 63 home visits were 
made regarding the health and welfare of school children 
and follow-up on tuberculosis cases. 

We wish to thank Mrs. Granville, community leaders, 
teachers, seal sale chairman, parents and children for 
their help with the health program this year.
